The heat of the day was terrific, in- 


tensified as it was hy the vast acreage 
of green lumber.

Round 1—Willard loomed up like „ 


lioltalh against his five-inches-shorter 
Oavid. and opened the engagtrnicnl hy 
pumping his long left twice into Demp- 
sey's face, with force enough to make 
Ihe latter blink. The challenger missed 
a swing and. slipping into a clinch, 
landed three body blows with his free 
left 
hand carrying but little 
force. 


Willard had him easily in a clinch 
and, partly turning him around, usi-d 
hts rapier-like left again, once-to the
